The German Government, says a Press 
Association omejsage, dated Copenhagen, 
October 4th, has addressed a long Note to the 
Supreme Council through General Nudant, re- 
plying to the Allies’ Note of September 28, 
relative to the evacuation of the Baltic 
Provinces. Tlie Note, as contained in a Berlin 
telegram, recapttulates the measures already 
taken, such as ‘the order for the stoppage of 
the pay and sapplies of any refractory troops, 
the stoppage of ammunition supplies, and the 


tenant-General von Bernhardt. . The German 
Government thinks that the Allied and 
Associated Governments must admit that it has 
no further military means of compulsion at its 
disposal. It says that it hag repeatedly and un- 
equivocally let those concerned know that it 
is entirely opposed to the enlistment of German 
troops in Russian formations. , The Govern- 
ment declares that it is firmly détermined to do 
everything in its power to fulfil its obligations 
in the matter of the evacuation, but it protests 
strongly against the “threat of a renewed 
blockade,” pointing out the consequences for 
the civilian population. It finally suggests the 
immediate appointment’ of a mixed German and 
Entente Comniission to investigate the facts, 
and to take and supervise the requisite 
measures. i" 
_Telegraphing on Saturday, the Press Associa- 
tion's Berlin Correspondent says—A semi-official 
message published here reproduces orders issued 
by Herr Noskw, Defence Minister, to the effect 
that the troops of the Sixth Reserve Corps shall 
be immediately brought back to the region of 
Schaulen, whence the transport to Germany of 
all troops will be arranged.

TRIBUTE TO THE 
PREMIER, 


A great mass meeting of railwaymen, 
arranged before the setilement, was held in the 
Albert Hall last night. The demonstration took 
the form of a congratulatory celebration. Pro- 
cessions, accompanied by bands, marched to the 
Hall from -all parts of London, each contingent 
being received with cheers. The. building wes 
packed from floor to ceiling, and there were 
scenes of great enthusiasm. The interval of 
awaiting the arrival of the speakers was filled 
by the singing of ‘“ Are we Downhearted?” 
and “ The Red Flag.” During a lull in the 
singing a voice from the rear of the platform 
shouted: “ 1914 heroes; 1919 Bolshevists."’ An- 
other exclamation was: ‘ What about the 
Anarchists?’’, Both cries were received with 
much laughter, Mr. C. T. Cramp, Presidept of 
the National Union of Railwaymen, was in the 
chair, supported by Mr. J. H. Thoma’, General 
Secretary; Mr. W. W. Cooke, President; and 
Mr. J. Bromley, Secretary of the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Firemen; 
and other well known trade union leaders. 
Hundreds were unable to obtain admission, and 
an overflow meeting took place outside the Hall. 

The Chairman said that the strike had been 
the greatest fight of the organised workers in 
history.

Householders are restricted to supplies for ocook- 
ing purposes, which can only be obtained on a 
signed declaration that nó coal or suitable substitute 
is on their premises. 

Declaration forms are available at coal merchants’ 
cffices. 

It ie understood that some instances of coal- 
hoarding have already been brought to light in 
the city, and that, if necessary, etens will be 
taken on behalf of the Coal Controllér to inspect 
coal cellars and out-offices of residents who are 
suspected of concealing surplus coal supplies. 
It is urged that Dublin coal merchants will 
have to make inquiries as to the needs of cus- 
tomers before fulfilling orders, -
